An Intricate Problem.

Jricatn, what an endless job it; must })f 
ro keep track of Uie thousand:; on thn 
back of thousaiidsof freight t:ars belong- 
ing to anyone of the grout railroad lined 
'ii the country? If yon. will remember 
the fact thatcvory freight train is made 
up of cars froui wnvcrul linos, you will 
understand at on£ng.lmti of all the de- 
jartinents of railroad ifcltuinistrarion the; 
oue mentioned imlst bo i:,uion# the most; 
difTicult an*-y«^|isii]g, 


As a matter of fact, ec- true is this that 


it takes from 30 to 150 clerks on each of 
tho main trnnk lines of the United 
States to keep tho records of tlie jour- 
ncyings to and fro of Uis cars belonging 
to the company, and, notwithstanding 
the caro and money devoted to keeping 
them accurately, so loose is the manage- 
ment of somo of tho roads in other de- 
partments that car famines are not at 
all infrequent, notwithstanding the fact 
that the rising of 1.000,000 freight cars 
in commission is more than sufficient 
in number to do tho rai iroad business of 
the country even at times when business 
is briskest and tho demand for cara is 
heaviest. 


The greatest inconvenience is caused 


by remissness on the part of roads in ru- 
hirnini? cars sent from connecting lines, 
and naturally it ia the siljort "cross"'lines 
that are the greatest offenders in t Uis par- 
ticular. Often, indeed, the short lines 
have practically no freight equipment 
:>f their own and' transport their local 
freight almost if not entirely in such 
'jars as fall into their clutches. By a 
general arrangement, however, tho roailt- 
owning sucb. cars are paid a regular 
oiileage rato for the use of tho cars, and 
10 if they art? used during their uhsciice 
Er^in homo the owning line is not a heavy 
loser. But when the cars are left- idle on 
sidings, awaiting the motion of the con- 
signees of the goods with, •wliieh they art; 
loaded, there is no cash return for the 
detention, mid some times this entails a 
heavy money loss, with no compensating 
advantages to any 0113 but the consignees 


hofid convenience is consulted. 
Two or three years ago a general re- 


form in this matter waa instituted, a rule 
being made at that iinie that all delays 
of over 48 hours in unloading freight earn 
should be paid for by consignees at the 
rate of $1 a clay for carh car. As long 
as this rule was mainta.ned all round it 
worked excellently, and for u brief pe- 
riod the roads did not suffer from too 
little rolling stock. But in ;i Miort time
